LARGELY HOT. 
Shoe interests are putting 
out the propaganda that the high price of shoes is 
due wholly to tin* rise in the price of hides. 
Their 
presentation of the question sounds reasonable were 
it not for the fact that a shoe does not require 
much hide. 
The average shoe does not contain 
1 ut a pound of leather. 
The highest priced hides 
sell on the market for 80 cents per pound. 
In pre­ 
war days this clas of hide was selling for 40 cents 
per pound. 
In the lower grades there was less 
rist. 
Tl|us figuring from these facts the actual 
raise in the price of a hide that goes into a shoe 
cannot be over 40 cents. 
But what is the amount 
of the advance in the price of shoes! 
Those made 
o** the highest grade hides have advanced TEN 
DOLLARS per pair. 
The secondary grades have 
advanced $7.50 per pair. 
The very cheap grades 
have advanced $5.00 per pair. 
Is this all due to an 
advance of from twenty to forty cents per pair 
in the raw hides! 
It is a bit hard to believe at 
least. 
We do not charge the tanners or the man­ 
ufacturers with profiteering. 
But we do realize
